A report on Boys’ State.” “Boys’ 
State” is sponsored by American 
Legion Posts all over Massachn- 
setts. The reason for this program 
is to educate the boys in the duties, 
rights and responsibilities of Amer- 
ican citizenship. During the nine 
day assembly of boys each partici- 
pant belonged to either the Nation- 
alist or the Federalist party and 
was identified by a colored card. 
The first few days were spent in 
party conventions and caucases 
nominating and electing officers to 
the Boys State government.
